EXECUTIONS TAKE 
BUT 28 MINUTES 


First Quadruple Electrocu­ 
tion In Commonwealth In 
More Than Four Years

PENITENTIARY, 
Bellefonte, Pa., Aug. 17.—Four men 
died in Pennsylvania’s electric chair 
today. 
In a space of 28 minutes four bolts 
of electricity in the death house of 
Rockview prison wrote a smashing 
finale to the careers of Joseph Parsi, 
Frank Powell, Frank Cantilla and 
Carl Crow, all of Johnstown. 
All went to their death for the 
murder of Louis Hoffman on a farm 
near Johnstown in 1928 in a dis­ 
pute over hiding of a liquor ship­ 
ment. 
It was the first quadruple 
execution in the commonwealth in 
more than four years. 
Parsi led the grim procession into 
the execution chamber promptly at 
seven a. m. 
Two minutes later a 
ripping shock of 2,000 volts of elec­ 
tricity was hurled into his body and 
he was pronounced dead at 7:07 a. 
m. 
Two minutes later Powell was led 
into the execution chamber and 
strapped into the chair. 
The cur­ 
rent was applied and Powell was 
pronounced dead just five minutes 
later. 
Cantilla came next in the parade 
of 
death. 
He was nervous 
and 
trembling and leaned for support 
upon two guards as he listened to 
R e v . 
Leslie 
McCreesh, 
Catholic 
chaplain at the prison, intoned the 
litany for the dying. 
Supported by his guards, Cantilla 
shuffled from the entrance to the 
death chair and was assisted into 
it. 
At 7:16 a. m. the current was 
applied and at 7:22 a. m. Dr. W. A. 
Barrett, p r i s o n physician, pre­ 
nounced him dead. 
Crow’ was led into the chamber 
four minutes later.

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LET’S AVOID HYSTERICS 
* 
T THE present time New Castle is in the throes of its quad­ 
rennial battle for mayor and the biennial battle for two 
members of council. Never a very peaceful time, the present 
fights promise more than the usual amount of heat and out of 
this heat has already come a multitude of promises that are noth­ 
ing more than catch phrases to ensnare votes. 
Perhaps the one that is being overworked the most is the 
promise to reduce taxes. Several candidates have promised to 
cut taxes down to a point where they will be no annoyance to 
pav. Others have made indefinite promises to reduce city ex­ 
penditures by slashing salaries and firing employes. 
Unfortunately, at a time of depression such as the present, 
the promise to reduce taxes sharply is one easily made and read­ 
ily accepted by some people. 
Actually no candidate can do any­ 
thing of the sort. 
While it is true undoubtedly that some small 
economies might be affected, that a little more efficiency might 
be exercised in the expenditure of the people’s money, yet no 
candidate can honestly promise to make any violent reductions 


in taxes without impairing government. 
When the next candidate tells you he is going to cut taxes 
away down, ask him how he expects to do it and just where he 
will start. 
True he might tire half the police force and half the 
firemen and thus show a savings of some money, but do we want 
this? 
Can we afford to jeopardize the enforcement of law and 


the protection of our property? 
He might cut out the lighting of the streets but who is there 
who would suggest such a thing? 
He could save some money 
by not repairing the streets, cleaning the sewers, disposing of 
the garbage and then closing down the sewage disposal plant. 
But how long could such a condition obtain? 
There are certain obligations the city has, heavy ones, 
which cannot be avoided. 
Interest must be paid, bonds must be 
retired, homes must be protected against fire, streets must be 
kept clean and lighted, sewers must be kept open and all of 


these cost money. 
The time has come to call a halt upon the political char­ 
latan who is willing to promise to bring about the Millennium in 
order to get himself enough votes to be elected, 
i he time has 
come when the voter must sit down and realize that the way out 
of difficulty does not lie along the paths outlined by the political 
opportunist who harps upon a chord that has been popular sin^e 
the days of Babylon, that of reducing taxes. 
The News has no candidate for mayor or council. 
It is 
not interested in the names or the physical size of the men who 
will serve for the next four years. 
It is interested in good gov­ 
ernment, Sane government, efficient government. 
This paper believes that this is no time to trust the for­ 
tunes of the city to theorists, or to hobbyists. 
Running a city is 
too serious a business to permit half baked experiments. 
It re­ 
quires judgment and a large measure of horse sense and it is 
earnestly to be hoped that the voters will consider these things 
when they cast their ballots on September 15th. 


THE CASE OF INDIVIDUALISM 


I TALY’S minister of justice sums up the fascist theory of gov­ 
ernment in the candid statement that, “ fascism is the denial 
of individualism. 
The individual is only the means to achieve 
the noble purpose of the state. 
As a result we feel justified in 
suppressing those who w'ould retard the progress of the state. 
This has been familiar doctrine ever since the Greeks be­ 
gan to speculate concerning the political animal called Man. 
it has been violently assailed and resolutely defended. 
The an­ 
cient world leaned strongly toward the subjugation of the in­ 
dividual to the common will. 
Modern political theory has 
moved in the other direction, despite such notable examples as 
Hobbes and his political Leviathan and Hegel with his exaltation 
of the state as the highest expression of the human spirit. 
More than a generation ago Herbert Spencer sounded 
a 
warning against the imminent despotism of the socialist state. 
Today there are socialists who, from their own point of view, 
demand the decentralization of the state. 
Whenever the power 
of the many threatens the interests of the comparatively few, 
the demand is raised for limiting the power of the many. 
The fascist idea might be acceptable if the “ noble pur­ 
pose” of the slate were to serve the individual citizen. 
And the 
great fault of these Sparta/i states is that while they pretend to 
be robbing the individual to pay the state they are in reality rob­ 
bing the majority to pay the ruling minority. 
And of what good is a great nation if its citizens have been 
deprived of every liberty, right and happiness in building it? 
For Americans it must remain true that the power of the 
majority, even if on occasion arbitrarily exercised, is infinitely 
preferable to the arbitrary power of the handful or of one. 


A rolling stone hits the bumps.

As we drove through the foothills 
between the brown fields of Cali­ 
fornia w’e came suddenly around a 
sharp turn, and a great, dark bird 
rose sluggishly from the road in 
front of us. 
A buzzard! 
He had been feasting 
an carrion beside the road. A lit­ 
tle animal had died and the sharp 
eyes of the scavenger had seen the 
corpse as he floated languidly high 
above and he had dropped swiftly 
to his disgusting 
meal. 
He 
was 
beautiful, that buzzard, but he was 
disgusting, and the stink of his 
presence spoiled the beauty of the 
scene. . . . And when we returned 
that way a few moments later six 
buzzards instead of one flapped 
over the fence and rose toward the 
hills 
and 
their 
shadows 
moved 
swiftly across the green oaks and 
the summer fields. 
One of us remembered Thoreau’s 
terrible criticism, “The vultures that 
follow an army are an intolerable 
satire on mankind.” And another 
of us remarked that buzzards will 
not eat fresh meat, but refuse the 
recently dead and wait until the 
poor body has become'* a pervading 
stench. I shared the disgust . . . 
and then, as if in defense of those 
scavenging 
birds, 
I 
remembered 
something that happened in Kansas 
several years ago. 
Five vultures, 
four just hatched and the fifth an 
adult, were brought to the Kansas 
Agricultural college and the proies 
sors experimented on them. 
The ycung birds had never tasted 
decayed meat, the old bird was thin 
and dyspeptic. The professors want­ 
ed to knowf what the vultures would 
eat—if they were allowed to choose 
between fresh meat and bad. They 
learned. 
The young birds accepted clean, 
fresh meat and preferred it. They 
throve on it and when they were 
offered rotten meat they refused it. 
Th older bird grew fat on fresh 
meat, lost his dyspepsia and finally 
would not touch the rotted meat. 
Then, as I remembered those five 
vultures. I thought of men and 
women whom the world rejects as 
"no good”. I though of the weak, 
the foolish, the undependable, the 
violent who arc cast out and de­ 
spised and who live furtive, evil and 
snarling lives because they 
have 
been told they are “no? good” and 
told it so often that they have al­ 
most come to believe it themselves 
—to believe that something within 
them is twisted so that when they 
are given the choice they choose 
the bad and reject the good of life. 
And though I sawr these filthy 
birds making a disgusting meal in 
the dust of the road I knew that 
they preferred clean food, . . . And 
though I know there are men and 
women whom the world considers “no 
good,” and though I myself have 
been tempted to use that phrase, 
deep down inside of me I know that 
men must be as wise as buzzards 
are and that there s not one of 
them who will choose the bad if he 
has half a chance to enjoy the good.

Steel Companies 
Protest Against 
Rail Rate Boost 


Independent Steel Concerns 
Fight Against Increased 
Rail Rates On Iron 
Ore 


COMMISSION HEARS 
J. & L. OFFICIAL 


Railroads Suffering Lack Of 
Business And Not From 
Low Rates, Commis­ 
sion Told 


(International New« Service) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—Any In­ 
crease In the rail rates on iron ore 
would be rank discrimination in fa­ 
vor of the U. S. Steel Corp ." F. A. 
Ogden, general freight agent of the 
Jones and Laughlin Steel Corp., of 
Pittsburgh told the Interstate Com­ 
merce commission today. 
He said the independent iron and 
steel corporations are opposed to the 
proposal of the railroads to increase 
freight rates 15 per cent. 
Indpendents Protest 
The proposed increase on iron ore, 
Ogden said, would work to the ad­ 
vantage of lake front furnaces at 
Chicago, Cleveland and other lower 
lake ports, including those of the U. 
fS. Steel Corp., at Gary, Cleveland 
and Lorain, 
and 
the 
Bethlehem 
plants at Buffalo. These companies 
he testified, are not protesting the 
increases. 
With no change in the boat rate 
but with the upper rail haul and 
lower rail haul both increased, the 
interior furnaces such as the Jones 
and Laughlin 
will 
pay 
an 
in­ 
crease on two rail rates and the lake 
front furnaces only on one. 
Ogden said the proposed increase, 
added to the present $1.23 rate on 
ore from Lake Erie ports to Pitts­ 
burgh, means an increase of almost 
20 cents per ton on iron ore. Since 
it takes about two tons of ore to 
produce one of metal the requested 
increase would add 40 cents per ton 
to the steel manufacturing costs of 
the Jones and Laughlin Furnace at 
Pittsburgh, he said. This Is an in­ 
crease over and above that would 
fall on the lake front furnaces. 
Lack of Business 
The 
condition 
confronting 
the 
railroads is not a matter of freight 
rates but the lack of business which 
is the same as that confronting all 
industries from the fanner up, Og­ 
den asserted. 
“To further penalize the indus­ 
tries for the benefit of the railroads 
is to divert more and more business, ) 
how little it may be, to truck and : 
other forms of transportation and ; 
to greatly hamper all the indus- j 
tries” he said. 
“If the industries are not helped j 
there will be very little business for 
the railroads or any other means of 
transportation and advanced freight j 
rates will be of no avail 
It would j 
be in the end better 
for 
all 
to 
reduce freight rates as has 
been 
done in the past in times of depres­ 
sion.’ 
Heavy Commodities 
Ogden said articles of iron and 
steel manufacture were among the 
heaviest loading commodities trans­ 
ported by the railroads and this! 
traffic under the present rates pro- i 
duces large car mile revenue. Iron 
and steel articles afford the rail­ 
roads desirable traffic as the sus­ 
ceptibility to damage in transit is 
practicably negligible. 
JL V. McMohan, traffic manager 
of the 
Youngstown 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce said his organization was 
opposed to any rate increase, “par­ 
ticularly because industries m the 
Youngstown district are unable in 
many instances to meet the compe­ 
tition of other districts, especially 
those located on the Ohio River 
system and the Great Lakes. 
He said the present charges paid 
by the industries in his district on ? 
their in-bound raw materials and 
also on their out-bound products 
destined to territories on or adjacent 
to the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers 
or the Great Lakes, are such as to 
make it almost impossible for the 
steel industries in the district to 
meet the competition of similar in­ 
dustries located on the rivers or on 
the Great Lakes. 
Protest Increases 
“Any 
increase 
in 
thé 
present 
freight rates 
and 
charges 
would 
further aggravate this situation,” he 
said, “and. in our opinion, would in­ 
crease the cost of production in the 
Youngstown 
district 
by 
greater 
amounts than competitors’ plants 
located on the rivers and Great 
Lakes because the increase wouId 
not apply to the water transporta­ 
tion which they enjoy. 
‘Such increase unquestionably re­ 
sult in our losing more business to 
those competitors who use 
water 
transportation 
to a 
large extent. 
This would not only seriously affect 
industries in the Youngstown dis­ 
trict but will affect the railroads 
which serve that district.”

than the child I studied. 
A baby’s early reaching is inward 
toward his chest, the right hand 
moving leftward and the left one 
moving rightward, first within nar­ 
row range, then gradually wider 
and wider. 
On the 94th day the child ob­ 
served definitely reached with his 
left hand for the rattle held before 
him and he focused his eyes on it 
8S he reached. 
On the 104th day he grasped an 
object a few inches above his chest 
as he lay on his back. 
Even on 
the 109th day his attempts to get 
either hand a few inches across the 
median line of his body were a t­ 
tended by much effort and not much 
success. 
On the 260th day (9 months) when 
a bracelet was hung on his ear he 
reached vainly for it with the hand 
of the opposite side. Forty days la­ 
ter ,when a small strip of cloth was 
put on his head so that it hung 
down between his eyes, he failed to 
get it after repeated trials.

One thing that the old timers of

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 17.— 
For a matter of forty-three years 
from January 1. 1800, to December 
21. 1842. Joe Andrews of Bethany, 
kept a daily record of weather con­ 
ditions at his farm. Now, as a re­ 
sult of discovery of his documents it 
has been determined that weather 
‘in the good old days" was not so 
very different from the New Eng­ 
land weather of today. 
For in the period covering almost 
the first half of last century the 
Andrews figures disclose that snow 
in this area averaged 34.5 inches 
per season as against 39.3 inches 
averaged from 1872 to 1930 
Andrews also kept for fifty years 
“an account of the blowing of apple 
trees.” from which it is now deter­ 
mined that the average date of such 
display was May 13. The average 
now is about a week earlier for such 
trees. 
In the matter of snowfall, the 
Andrews record shows that the win­ 
ter of 1812 brought 79 inches and 
the winter of 1805 81 inches. In 
modem times the winter of 1915 
had 76 inches. In the 1800’s there 
were eleven winters when only a 
little over a foot of snow was re­ 
corded, and many other years when 
roly two or three feet fell. 
Andrews lived through the fam­ 
ous “cold summer” of 1816 when 
frost came every month, and all 
crops were ruined throughout New 
England. 
Andrews discovered “a 
black spot on the sun,” and declared 
“this is supposed to be the reason 
for our state of weather.” 
Sun spots have beer, accurately 
placed since then. Andrews kept a 
record of its movement by iksing “a 
peace of smoked glass.” and found 
it traveled from the “east to the 
west” of the sun all summer long, 
and finally disappeared. Thera nor­ 
mal weather returned and crops 
were successful 
The Andrews record is now in 
possession of Black stone Memorial 
library at Branford, a suburb.
